’ Privately, it intimates to the Allies that it is pre¬ 
pared to enter into negotiations with them on the 
basis of letting bygone be bygones. 

Germany very probably will evolve into a re¬ 
public composed of all the present. German states. 
There is no likelihood of her remaining disinte¬ 
grated into twenty-odd inde|>endent republics, be¬ 
cause they are all interdependent. Just now they 
are ready to do what any outlaw with a price upon 
his head will do to escape punishment, and this is 
the meaning of the developments going on in 
what was once the Central Alliance. Furthermore, 
it is childish to assert, as a lot of sensational pub¬ 
licists are asserting, that these manoeuvres are 
caused by the delay of the Paris Conferenc e in 
settling the terms of peace. The only way in which 
that Conference could prevent them is by deciding 
to p re s e n t no terms at all. Happily, the Con f ere n ce - 
is not going to be bluffed by stage-managed revo¬ 
lutions east of the Rhine'. ; _ 

CANADIAN PACiriC DROPS OUT. 

Settlement of the Johnson Street bridge ques¬ 
tion by means of a joint C. N. R. and C. P. R. ter¬ 
minal on the former Songhees Reserve was virtu¬ 
ally squashed' by Grant Hall, Vice-President of 
the C. P. K.. yesterday. Mr. Hall sees no reason 
why the present E. & N. terminals should be trans¬ 
ferred across the harbor to share accommodation 
with the national road, and he indicated plainly 
that his company could be counted out of any pro¬ 
posal which would interfere with its present ar¬ 
rangements. 

While it was generally hoped that the plan 
favored by the officials on the C. N. R., the Premier 
anil the Mayor would commend itself to Mr. Hall, 
>it is just as well, perhaps, that he left no doubt 
about his own and his company'a opinion. This, 
of course, places-the whole question in a new light. 
To begin with, it must be rememliered that the con¬ 
tractual obligations of the C. N. R. provide for ter¬ 
minal faeilllies on the reserve and a promise al¬ 
ready has been given by Mr. Hanna that incidental 
construction work will be commenced during the 
present summer. 

Both Federal aud Provincial Gpvcnuueuts, as 
well as the City of Victoria, then, arc a good deal 
more interested in a new bridge, perhaps, than is 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Company. . There¬ 
fore, in the light of Mr. Hall's very definite pro¬ 
nouncement, and assuming the bridge is an abso¬ 
lute necessity, there appears to be but one coarse 
to take: that is for the C. N. R., the Provincial 
Government, and the City of Victoria to build 
it, possibly inducing the B. C. Electric Railway to 
assist the project in view of street ear extensions 
which would naturally follow. Under this pro¬ 
posal the C. P. R. would retain its own structure 
without any liability for the new one.

HOSPITAL TREATMENT 


Aldermen Would Have Munici¬ 
palities, Not Indi- 
: ’i? viduals Pay 


A Unfllile plan for the treatment of 
patient* from outside municipalities In 
the Isolation Hospital wo* embodied in 
a report from the Health Commute 
adopted by the City Council lnet night. 

A clauiie In the report recommend¬ 
ing that the City Health Officer should 
collect from patient* coming from the 
municipalities a* much of the cost of 
treatment a* seemed possible provoked 
the strenuous objecUoufDf the Council. 

“We should look to the munidpaJI- 
tles, not to the individual for payment," 
declared A Merman Fullerton. 

"Under this scheme." agreed Alder¬ 
man Andros, *1f he overcharge a muni¬ 
cipality the money Is mode up at the 
end of the year but if the individual' 
is overcharged the loss Is not made 
good to him." 

Th# objectionable clause was there¬ 
fore deleted, and thej agreement as 
finally drafter is as follows: 

1. That inmates admitted to the hos¬ 
pital from a municipality shall be at 
the rate of IS per day. 

2. At the end of each year a state¬ 
ment shall be furnished showing the 

per day of inmate* for. the 
year and a debit or credit settlement 
shall he made between city and muni¬ 
cipality accordingly. 

3. That the City Health Officer shall 
notify the municipality of admittance 
of Its patient within twenty-four hours 
from the time of admitting same. 

4. That a statement »*e submitted \o 
the municipality within seven days 
from the time of a patient's departure 
showing the number of dsys treated. 

5. Thai the municipalities shall re¬ 
mit to the city within thirty days the 
amount due for such treatment.

Council Told Labels on Loaves 
Cause Loss of Huge Quan¬ 
tity of Bread 


In the city of Victoria there is a 
wastage of 150 pounds of bread a day 
• *n account of the use of labels on all 
loaves sold by local bakeries This is 
the statement of Walter Hand ridge, of 
1912 Kell Htreet, embodied In a letter 
which caused not a little surprise to 
the City Council last night. Indeed, so 
perturbed were the Aldermen over the 
alleged loss of about $5,000 a year In 
this connection that the matter was re¬ 
ferred to the Health Committee. 

“I figure." wrote Mr Hand ridge, “that 
on a consumption of 20,000 loaves a 
day In Victoria alone there is a wast¬ 
age of 2.SO# ounces of bread or equal 
to about IS# pounds or tit. or $6,000 a 
*** twenty years would equal 
$100,000." 

Mr. Uandridge admitted that the 
sample* of tickets he had cut from 
bread were rather large, but he stated 
that this was his custom for he did not 
relish eating substances which might 
have been "licked by eome dirty Chink." 

He suggested os a remedy to these 
conditions a standard loaf of one pound 
and of weights up to four pounds. 

"t** 1 * 1- ar * not a desirable thing to 
eat, mused Alderman Hangater, “why 
cannot the bakers stamp their loaves?" 

There should be some measure 
whereby people could know whence 
their bread came, raid Alderman Johns. 
The ( hinumen of the city were begin¬ 
ning to enter Into the lakery business 
and he for one, under these cir¬ 
cumstances wanted to be certain Just 
who had made his food. 

Any change in the present system, 
Alderman Andros reminded the Coun¬ 
cil. would necessitate an amendment 
to the by-law which compelled bakers 
to label their loaves. 

VEIL OF MUNICIPAL 
SECRECY TORN ASIDE 


Motion Making Meeting Open 
Dropped Like Bombshell 
Among Aldermen 


The veil of secrecy with which the 
City Council has unsuccessfully en¬ 
deavored to enshroud its deliberations 
for some time post was tom aside last 
night when, scarcely before any one 
realised what was happening, a reso¬ 
lution was moved and passed allowing 
press representatives to remain in th* 
room. The motion of Alderman Andros 
dissipating the mystery which has 
hung about the Council Chamber of 
late apparently descended upon the 
aldermen like & thunderbolt, and only 
the mover and seconder were heard to 
vote upon It 

The Motion. 

When the regular business of ■ the 
Council had been concluded a short 
silence followed, and the aldermen 
seemed to expect the reporters to with¬ 
draw. Suddenly, however, Alderman 
Andros "sprang" a motion to the effect 
that the press representatives be al¬ 
lowed to hear the discussion of esti¬ 
mates. 

Alderman W. Clark promptly sec¬ 
onded this motion. 

The motion was put Aldermen Clark 
and Andros voted "aye" and no other 
sound was heard. The motion was 
carried. 

"Were the reporters excluded be¬ 
fore r* asked Alderman Sargent Tim. 
alderman has been unable to attend for r 
some time. 

('onxiderstlon of the estimates was 
then commenced.

Simultaneously with it* decision to 
allow its meetings open to representa¬ 
tives of the press the City Council lost 
night reversed Its determination. 
reafihed ' ,n arcret on Friday night, to 
reduce the salaries of its chelf officials, 
and also agreed to raise the salary of 
the City Engineer. Apparently an ex¬ 
traordinary^ change of heart had come 
over the Council since its private meet¬ 
ing last week, for nearly every Alder- 
man in the Chamber passed words of 
the highest praise upon the abilities of 
the officials, urged that their salaries 
°® icrt untouched and admitted with 
regret that he had been mistuken at th# 
previous session. 

City Hfcsrih Officer's Salary.__ 

" The snertrestion That the reduction be 
reconsidered come when the Council 
went into estimates committee from 
Alderman Sargent, who thought that 
ineclty should continue to pay the 
Health Officer at the rate originally es¬ 
tablished. 

Alderman Johns, while declaring that 
the Health Officer was "on the Job day 
and night.- agreed that his salary i 
should not be cut. 

"What we do for one. we should do 
for all." said Alderman Cameron. 

Alderman Sargent explained that his 
remarks concerning the Health Officer 
might apply to all officials affected by 
the pr<»|M>»ed reduction. 

After numerous enconiums had been 
paratMl upon the work of the Health 
Officer. Alderman ftungster objected 
strongly to the practice of "bouncing 
•dfllcials to the Skies." 

That Conciliation Board. 

"If the Conciliation Hoard had not 
raised the officials they would be sat¬ 
isfied to-day/* declared Alderman An¬ 
dros. **|f we paid them what they got 
before the Hoard sat it would be in ac- 
cordanee- wl t h th e wish es-«f-the Aider -1 
men then sitting In this chamber." 

We Made a Mistake. 

"I think we made a mistake in de¬ 
cid ing te m ak e-® reduntinn " j 

the Mayor. Altogether the reduction, 
amounts to $135 monthly and I there¬ 
fore doubt If It is worth while to prac¬ 
tically disorganise the City Holt. No| 
other city." he reminded the Council, 
la reducing salaries." 

"But they are not giving the In¬ 
creases uwardod by the Conciliation 
Hoard." Interjected Alderman Fuller¬ 
ton. 

**The time Is not opportune for sal¬ 
ary decreases." th# Mayor contended. 

When a motion had easily carried 
re-opening the consideration of offi¬ 
cials’ salaries, Alderman Johns moved 
that the City Health Officer's salary 
remain as it had been in the post. 

Economy or Not? 

“The question Is." insisted Aider- 
man Andros, "are we going to reduce 
the big salaries and adopt a policy of 
ocoonmy? If we are not. let us leave 
them the same. But we have got to 
stick by our decision to vote for 
economy In view of the city's financial 
condition. The highly-paid men are 
the only ones we con reduce and we 
should leave the email men alone. 
We must start at the top. These big 
men have friends, of which fact we 
have had evidence here to-night when 
Aldermen were spouting about the 
officials' wonderful abilities." 

Must Bs Fail*. 

"We cannot give one a raise and not 
another,** observed Alderman Fuller¬ 
ton. "we must be fair.” 

Alderman Clark warned the Coun¬ 
cil against letting other cities capture 
its officials. He feared that such a 
contingency would arise If the pro¬ 
posed reduction were put Into effect. 

Wages were going up and had gone 
up, remarked Alderman Cameron, and 
oil things considered he thought that 
the salaries of the officials should be 
left as they were. 

Brought to a Heed. 

Finally, the issue was brought to a 
head When the Council voted on the 
motion that the City Health Officer's 
salary remain unchanged. This mo¬ 
tion was passed by a small majority, 
some of the Aldermen desiring that 
the salary be fixed at $300 instead of 
$22$ as In the past. 

The whole question was finally con¬ 
cluded when the Council retracted Its 
recent decision and agreed to leave 
unaltered all .salaries that would have 
l>een affected by the pro{»osed reduc¬ 
tion. In addition It was decided that 
the City Engineer's salary be raised I 
from $250 to $300.
